As a practical matter, everyone knows that a railway system traversing a num- 
All its property is used in both interstate and in- 
trastate commerce. Its revenues from both are commingled; its expenses as’ between 
the two classes of commerce cannot be accurately separated. It ought not to maintain 
upon its liné as many separate and distinct systems of rates as there are states which 
it traverses. In the case of the Illinois Central System, passing through and touching 
fourteen different states, it is obvious at a glance that it ought not to have fifteen Sys- 
tems of rates, one applicable to interstate commerce, and fourteen others applicable 
to the commerce of the different states which it serves. If sueh a theory is sound. so 
far as the practical effect is concerned. it would be equally sound to say that each cdSunty 
traversed by the railroad should have the right to make a separate system of rates, Of 
course, there is a political difference as between the relation of counties to states and 
states to nation, but, as a practical matter, the two situations are analogous 

No one has ever been able to give any good reason why a passenger making an 
intrastate journey should pay a rate lower than or different from that of the passenger 
making an interstate journey, both occupying the same seat and receiving precisely the 
same accommodations. Railroads in the United States have for a long time struggled 
against this divided authority. They have been subjected to a number of conflicting 
regulations, and have been greatly embarrassed and inconvenienced bv the necessity 
of obeying the mandates of various state commissions on the subject of rates. many 
of which conflict with one another. In some instances State commissions have frankly 
announced their purpose to give’ to the people of their own state an advantage over 
the people of another state by making a discriminatory rate adjustment. In one 
western state, a state commission put out an order requiring the railroads to put 
up placards in their stations explaining how an interstate passenger can defeat the 
interstate rate-by buying a ticket to a border line point, getting off the train, and re. 
buying across the border. All these considerations induced Congress, in the Trans. 
portation Act, to provide more convenient machinery than had theretofore existed 
whereby discriminations against interstate commerce could be removed, and whereby 
the states went be required to contribute their fa share toward the expense of main- 
taining the fransportation machine. 

While present legislation does not go so far. yet it is recognized by all thought- 
ful students of the problem that there should he bnt one body with power to regulate 
rates, and that the national] body. There would still be left to the state commissions 
many important duties in connection with their police power. Their jurisdiction would 
be unimpaired as to service matters, such as operation of intrastate trains, character of 
rtation facilities, crossings, ete. 

It is a great mistake to suppose that the control of rates by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission would make it more troublesome and expensive for patrons of the 
railroad to obtain relief. The Interstate Commerce Commission has more than a thou- 
sand expert employes, drawn from every section of the country, thoroughly familiar 
with local problems and competent to assist in the solution of rate questions A petition 
to the Interstate Commerce Commission will in nearly every case bring one of these ex. 
aminers almost to the door of the petitioner, where the complaint can be heard The

Find out what your mental age 
is—and that is simple with systems 
of mental tests and examinations 
now reduced—so the psychologists 
say—to an exact science—divide 
your mental grade by the number 
of your years and the result will 
give you your I. @., otherwise, your 
exact mental status. The letters 
I. Q. stand for “intelligence quo- 
tient” in the language of the men- 
tal hygienists. 

We have been shocked to learn, 
according to tests made during the 
war, that almost one-half, 47.3. per 
cent, of all our officers and men 
were found to have a mental age of 
not more than 12 years. And we 
know that an adult with a mental 
age of 12 is classified by psycholo- 
gists as a-moron or high-grade fee- 
ble-minded. 

Now. there are psychologists . ad- 
vocating, for the advancement of 
the race, the segregation of all the 
mentally deficient. Judge Harry Ol- 
sen, Chief Justice of the Chicago 
Municipal Courts, before an East 
St. Louis audience the other evening, 
predicted that within 25 years a 
great humanity conference, such as 
the peace conference, will be called, 
at which it will be decided to Junk 
a great proportion of the. human 
race in order to preserve the 
mainder from deterioration. 

In regard to this idea I consulted 
Dr. M. A. Bliss, president of the 
Missouri Society for Mental Ilygiene 
and a psychologist always interest- 
ed in the social application of the-

In respect to segregating the crim- 
inal defective Dr. Bliss agrees with 
Judge Olsen. 

In the Chicago courts a physician, 
a psychiatrist, sits with the Judge, 
makes intelligence tests of prisoners 
and advises accordingly in the dispo- 
sition of the cases. 

“Judge Olsen, addressing the St 
Louis Bar Association a year ago, 
made a profound impression with his 
account of the Chicago system,” said 
Dr. Bliss, in an interview. “Many 
members of our society are jurists 
and lawyers and we all are agreed 
that there should be mental exami- 
nations of those who come under ar- 
rest, with the mentally deficient 
criminal given different treatment 
from the mentally efficient. ‘‘As it 
is now,” he continued, ‘‘our courts, 
in disposing of the crimimal, are 
gvided solely and entirely by the 
law. They deal out just so much 
punishment for so much crime. And 
Justice sits up there blind as a bat. 

Examining Materials. 

“No engineer,” he went on, ‘“un- 
dertakes any kind of enterprise with- 
out examination of his materials. If 
it is a digging project, he finds out 
how much loose dirt, how much hard
